There was gfeat room for improvement among them. The system of Church 
policy under which we operat d, presupposed the most powerful government 
under the un, and its suporiority was no more strikingly illustrated than by 
contrasting the peace which prevailed in our midst, and the disturbances 
which were continually agitating the most powerful nations of the earth. 
All this presaged the fulfillment of the prophecy that Zion, in the latter 
days, would be the only people on earth not at war one with another. Nor 
were we only free from political troubles, but from elemental disturbances, 
such as earthquakes, cyclones, etc., which were being sent forth to devastate 
the wicked. The Saints should endeavor to prove worthy of the divine 
mercy manifested over them, fearing not the menaces of their enemies, which 
were necessary to preserve and keep them together, and would fall. harmless 
if the Saints would but do their duty. The Lord’s vineyard should be 
pruned, but in all wisdom and judgment, that in pulling up the tares the 
wheat may not be destroyed also. But none, through fear of doing wrong, 
should refuse to do right. It was by using a gift that it developed and be- 
came powerful. The blacksmith had a stronger arm than the ordinary man, 
because he was all the time using it. Those who hold the Priesthood should 
use it and magnify their office and calling, or they wculd never know its 
value and utility. The children of Abraham would do the works of Abra- 
ham, and thus prove worthy of the blessings of Abraham. Small sins should 
be avoided as well as large ones. Adultery and murder were sinful in the 
eyes of the Lord, but so were Sabbath-breaking and profanity. No one 
should cherish the idea that he bas no time to serve the Lord. A man should 
be willing to go wherever and whenever the Lord calls him, whether it be to 
a foreign mission or to another world.

The question frequently arose in his mind: were the Saints honest and 
sincere in their belief, and willing to practice what they preach to others? 
Paul’s advice to the Galatians was to stand fast in the liberty wherewith 
Christ had made them free. Horesty, purity, temperance and uprightness 
were the fruits of the Spirit, while impurity, intemperance and the worship 
of Mammon were the fruits of the flesh, Those who manifest the former 
were those who cared for the orphan and the widow, increased in faith and 
good works, and thought more of the riches of eternal life than the wealth of 
the world. There was no intrinsicharm in wealth. Its acquisition was dus to 
mental and physical endowments, God-given and legitimate, but the love of 
money was the root of all evil. The Saints should avoid giving way to this 
form of idolatry. God loved the humble, just rich man, as much as He did 
the humble, just poor man. There was a great power in wealth, always had 
Dees and always would be; but the power it exercised was nat to be compared 
40 tie influence which a man ought to, and would yet wield, who laid up 
‘treasures in heaven. The riches ef the everlasting hills were God's, the earth 
and the fullness thereof; He could and would give them to whomeoever He 
‘Pleased. But it was a great mistake to attach more importance to‘mercaatile 
,pursnits and money-making schemes than to the work of the ministry and the 
eapsp af the Lord. Riches did not make men happy But fey rich men were 
Aappy, for unless they lived righteously, hesering Nod and His Priesthood, 
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and were willing to sacrifice all for His kingdom’s sake, they would not be 
happy. If they died infidels, they would rise in the resurrection as infidels, 
and would find that they had forfeited the inestimable treasure of eternal 
dife forthe fleeting riches of time. It was a dangerous thing for the young 
to imaginathey must be rich in order to be happy, and must be dishonest 
and hypocritical in order to heap up pecuniary wealth. A man endowed 
with the gift of acquiring property should use it for the benefit of the eom- 
munity. Noman could monopolize the avenues of trade and wealth, robbing 
the poor and building up himself, and enjoy the Spirit of God. When the 
time came that all things that could be wonld be shaken, such men would 
fall, for their faith would not be sufficient to support them in the hour of 
trial. It were better to be clothed in a blanket, like an Indian, and enjoy 
the favor of God, than to be attired in velvet and feel that our prayers were 
not heard.

‘things was that they were true. The speaker had been associated with this 
Church for fifty years, and was familiar with its history. He had neyer seen 
a time when it was in as prosperous a condition as now. The present strength 
and union of its organizations was unprecedented in its history. The Spirit of 
God was manifest in the acts of His servants in authority. God was with 
them, and they were united as the heart of one man. The Presidency were 
able to preach the whole law of God, and they practiced what they preached.

The Lord bad inspired His, servants of late years more 
and discipline the members of His Priesthood. It was also given as a law to 
this Church in earlier days for paregts to train and discipline their children 
in obedience to the laws of God. But while the Saints had paid pretty good: 

attention to other requirements, thie law had been to a great extent lost sight; 
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of. It was, however, still binding apis them to teach their children the things 
they are themselves acquainted with, and also set proper examples before 
them. All parents should inquire of their own hearts whether they had kept 
this law in the past, and if they have not, they should do so in the future 
The Lesser Priesthood should be active, and, according to the instructions of. 
the First Presidency several years ago, should have greater consideration 
shown them. The youth of Israel should be called upon to act as deacons, 
teachers, and priests, and thus be gradually prepared to receive the Melchisedek 
Priesthood and the greater blessings awaiting them. They sheuld be taught 
before they were eight years of age to honor God, to pray to Him, reverence 
His servants, and to love the truth. If parents did not do this, and set 
examples consistent with their profession, they could not blame their children 
for regarding them as hypocritical and insincere. There was also danger that 
while such Elders went abroad upon missions to save the souls of men, they 
would lose their own children as the result of neglect in this particular. At 
the close of this Cunference about 100 missionaries would be set apart and. 
ordained. Before they departed, those who presided over them here should 
give them counsel as if they were their own children, that they might 
remember it when far away and also after they return. The speaker felt. 
anxious to devote himself to the salvation of the human race, and bore testi- 
mony that God had commenced this work for that purpose, and from the loins 
of the Latter-day Saints would on spring a nation and a kingdom which 
would never pass away. 

President Geo. Q. Cannon then submitted to the Conference a statistical 
report of the various Stakes of Zion, also a financial and statistical report of 
the Relief Societies, which was accepted by unanimous vote of the Conference.

FROM ICELAND.—Elders Gisli E. Bjarnason and Pjetur Valgardson 
who for the past eighteen months have been laboring as missionaries in Iceland, 
arrived in Liverpool on the 29th ult. and left here for their homes in Utah 
per S. S. Arizona on the 3rd inst. They report very hard times in Iceland. 
There has never been such a time of want and suffering for a. hundred years 
as has been experienced there within the past few montha This is chiefly 
due to the late storms and severe frosts of last spring. The inhabitants of 
that land depend upon stock-raising and fishing for a subsistence, which is 
rather precarious at best. A very severe snow storm occurred on the 24th, of 
May last, covering the ground to a depth of from two to three feet. The hay 


which had been put up for winter use was already fed out, and while the 


storm lasted there was no chance for cattle or sheep to find pasture, The 
result was that a large proportion of the animals died from hunger or cold. 
Then followed famine. The people of Iceland are mostly of the Lutheran 

faith, and as a rule are by no means ready to receive the Gospel. However, 
these two Elders have baptized twenty-two during their sojourn in that land, 
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and seventeen of the Saints have emigrated from there during the present 
season. All the Icelanders in Utah are living at Spanish Fork. They are an 
industrious, frugal people, and soon Kue comfortable homes, and are able 
to ussist their leas fortunate friends in emigrati:g from their far off native 
land. Elder Bjarnason’s health has not been very good during his absence, 
but otherwise he enjoyed his mission and both of the brethren returned in 
excellent spirits.

Beaver was visited on the night of the 7th ult. by one of the most severe snow 
storms ever experienced in that region--a most unusual occurence at this 
season of the year. The following morning a coat of wet heavy snow to the 
depth of twelve inches lay upon the ground, and fruit and shade trees were 
badly shattered by the weight of it. 


Bee-culture has been very successfully carried on throughout the Territory 
this year. It is one of the most profitable industries that can be engaged in. 
Thomas Yardley, of Parowan, started three years ago with only three hives. 
of bees They have since increased until he now bas 58 swarms and has sold 
24. During the past two years he has taken 7,000 pounds of honey from 
them, valued at $1,050. 


Sanitary matters huve been receiving a good deal of attention in Salt Lake 
City lately, and a warm discussion has been carried on between certain mem- 
bers of the medical profession on the subject, as to the causes of disease and 
the best means of promoting health in the community. Between the advo- 
cates of sewerage and the dry earth system of disinfection, the latter seem 
to have the best of the controversy. 


Most of the words and all the music sung at the late General Conference 
in Salt Lake City had been composed by home authors and composers, and 
are said to possess considerable merit and to have been well rendered on that 
occasion. From the excellent talent in the musical and poetical line which 
we know to exist among the Saints, and the encouragement now offered for 
the development of the same, we look to see Utah take a front rank in these 
matters at no distant day.

THE SEASON’S EMIGRATION. 

Now that the emigration for the season is over, it will be in order for us to 
briefly review what has been done by way of emancipating the poor from 
Babylon. There have been emigrated the present year 2,460 souls, exclusive. 
of 106 returning missionaries, This compares very favorably with past years, 
though not so many as have emigrated during some years in the past. Con- 
verts, however, are not made by the hundred now in Europe, as formerly. 
This is a day of gleaning so far as those nations of Europe are concerned to 
which the Elders have had access for many years. The time will come, 
_ doubtless, as predicted, when a nation will be born in a day, but from present 
ifdications it is not likely to be one of the old nations in which preaching 
heen done so long. The number emigrated from Europe through the 
Ghtiteh agency established in Liverpool during the past forty-three years 
amount to at least 78,225. Of these a large proportion have been helped out 
byithe Perpetual Emigration Fund and by private persons in Utah sending 
menus to assist those who were unable to pay for their own emigration. 
It is well known that those who join the ranks of the Latter-day Saints 
throughout Europe indeed throughout the world—are the poor of the earth. 
In this age, as in the age when the Savior ministered among men, the poor 
have the Gospel preached to them.” The rich and the proud as a rule will 
not receive it, although many of them may have a secret conviction that it is 
true. They are like many of the chief rulers in the days of the Savior, who, 
as we are told, “believed on Him ; but because of the Pharisees they did not 
confess Him, lest they should be put out of the synagogue; for they loved 
the praise of men more than the praise of God.” Considering the financial 
condition of those who embrace the Gospel, the question of gathering out 
from Babylon to Zion, the place set apart by the Almighty for His people to 
gather to, before His judgments shall sweep over the earth, is one that 
presents many difficulties. For a poor man, who has always lived from hand 
to mouth and never been able to accumulate anything to provide against “a 
rainy day,” to think he is going to be able after embracing the Gospel to save 
tp enough to migrate with his family a distance of 6,000 miles, requires quite 
&‘stretch of faith. That many have done so, however, and had their hopes 
realized through an overruling providence, is a matter of history. The 
hidrvelous manner in which funds have been provided for their deliverance, 

forms one of the most interesting features in the life of hundreds, yes thou 
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sands, of those who have obeyed the call: “Come out of her my people that 
ye be not partakers of her sins and that ye receive not of her plagues.” After. 
obeying the first principles of the Gospel, without perhaps ever hearing the 
principle of gathering taught, the desire to leave the land of their nativity 
and unite themselves with the main body of the Church in the heert of 
America, in the midst of the Rocky Mountains, became the all · absorbing 
passion of their lives. It formed the burden of their prayers night and 
morning ; it occupied their thoughts during the day and they dreamed: about 
it at night. Every energy of their nature was bent in that direction, and the 
pennies laid away in time increased to pounds, and that, too, in some instances 
almost like magic. In the case of thousands of the poor Saints who have 
gathered out from Europe, if the true history of the deliverance of each were 
written it would reveal a record of earnest, patient toil, of persistent self- 
denial, of unyielding faith in God and of loving help and encouragement from 
friends. The incentive to economize and to accumulate, which the desire to 
emigrate has afforded many a humble Saint, has served as the foundation 
stone to his subsequent financial success. Many have discovered for the first 
time on forming this desire that the curtailment of some of their unnecessary 
expenses or the denial of some wonted gratification, would enable them to lay 
away something towards a future competence, The great effort required to 
earn and save the necessary means with which to emigrate has generally pre- 
pared the European Saints to appreciate their distant home in the West when 
they have reached it, and to withstand the hardships and perplexities incident 
to a newly settled region. Those who have become discouraged and suc- 
cumbed to the trials they have had to endure on reaching that Jand, and 
turned with longing eyes towards the flesh-pots of Babylon, are not as a rule 
the people who have emancipated themselves by their own efforts, but rather 
those who have been helped out by friends. | 

We are safe in saying that no community, religious or otherwise, living 
have shown their love for one another in a more substantial way, and in a 
greater degree, than the Latter-day Saints have, Thousands of dollars are 
sent every year by people in Utah to assist in emigrating their poor brethren 
and sisters from the nations of Europe to the land of Zion, and then after 
their arrival there, an interest is taken in starting the new-comers in a way to 
provide for themselves, In some instances, as before intimated, some of 
those who have been helped out by friends have failed to appreciate the 
kindness shown them, proved ungrateful to their benefactors, and been 
inclined to find fault with the country and all it contained. This has been 
poor encouragement to those who have been generous enough to extend the 
helping hand. We trust that such will not be the course pursued by those 
who have emigrated this year, a goodly proportion of whom have had means 
sent to them from Utah with which to pay their fare. 

While upon this subject, we desire to urge upon the Saints in this land, 
who are looking for deliverance from Babylon, the necessity of individual 
effort. The old saying that the Lord helps those who help themselves is 
verily true, and it is also true that others are inclined to help those who 
manifest a disposition to exert themselves rather than those who wait 
supinely for something to turn up. It is astonishing what can be accom- 
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plished by resolutely and persistently following any given purpose. Let 
those who desire to emigrate make their calculations from now, and not defer 
doing so until next emigration season atrives. Then let them labor in faith’ 
to carry out their plans, saving every penny they can towards that object, 
denying themselves all unnecessary indulgences, and showing by their con- 
sistent, upright lives that they are in earnest in their profession of religion, 
and we feel sure thut the Lord will not fail to help them. We have been 
forced to admire the pluck and independence manifested by some families in 
helping themselves out, one member at a time. The father, or mother, or 
perhaps one of the children has sometimes launched ‘forth alone and pre- 
pared a way for the others to follow, by laboring faithfully in the new home 
for means to send and emigrate the other members of the family one at a 
time. This is a commendable course, and miglit well be followed by many of 
the poor Saints in these lands. 

We are exceedingly anxious to see the gathering continue. Many years 
have now elapsed since the people of Europe were first warned of the restora- 
tion of the Gospel and of the judgments that would follow the preaching of 
it. Those judgments are sure to come. The people have been miraculously 
preserved in the past in gathering from these lands. The power of God has 
been manifested over them in journeying by sea and by land, insomuch that 
of all the companies of the Saints that have crossed the mighty deep, no 
serious accident has befallen any of them. But the Lord has declared, in a 
revelation to the Prophet Joseph Smith, that “the days will come that no 
flesh shall be safe upon the waters, and it shall be said in the days to come 
that none is able to go up to the hind of Zion upon the waters but he that is 
upright in heart.” We feel to warn all the Saints against deferring any 
longer than they possibly can help their gathering. They can not sufely 
count on the Lord bearing much longer with the sin and corruption that 
exist in the world.

I can sing as good a song as 
I ever could, and proclaim my testimony without the slightest quiver or trembling of the 
knee, and, like others that have been brought low, Iam determined, in the strength of 
God and the nerve of a man who has never said I can’t,’ to rise again if possible.”

ELDER WILLIAMS LABORS IN NORTH WALES. 

Elder W. D. Williams writing from Bangor, Nurth Wales, Oct. 24, 1883, 

A word from this remote part of the Lord's vineyard, if I might term it so, will, per- 
haps, not be amiss. It is a wilderness, even denser than that of Judea, out of which 
John emerged, declaring the burning of every tree which brought not forth good fruit. 
Should that decree be executed in this region now-a-days, few would escape the burning. 

**I spoke here last night on the street, at 7-30, and shouts of ‘ Brigham Young’ were 
pretty generally heard. If they will shake the bones of a dead man, what will they do 
with the living? Since I have been sent to this country and having come so far, I try to 
shorten the time as much as possible, and I have not yet found a better way to do it than 
for one to take a big task to do, and then allow himself a pinching time to do it in. That 
will make him sweat, if anything will. So it was with me the past summer. I could see 
a vast country before me, and spiritual deaths staring at me on the right and left. I 
asked myself, where shall I begin, if I begin at allt Shall I be able to make a mark, or 
make myself heard in so dense a forest? I looked up for fruit, but, ales! the trees bore 
none, neither did they bud to indicate the approach of summer. The people neither 
bring forth fruit meet for repentance, nor yet profit by the “ signs of the Son of 
Man.” The wilderness of Judea afforded locusts and wild honey, but I should hesitate 
to say that of the wilderness of now-a-days. 

I have aimed, so far as practicable, to visit every Saint, and every person who bears 
the name of a Saint, in this section of country, so that if there were any whose lamp had 
gone out, it might be re-lit, if there was a chance, or if any oil remained. In this, I 
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think, I have done some good. One man near Ruabon, who was beginning to think the 

* Mormons’ were dead in Utah, is now busy hunting a customer to buy his house pre- 
peratory to gathering {with the Saints. Those worthy of note are Robert Jones, of. 
Bagillt, and Rosannab Tolhurst, of Denbigh. I baptized two of her children (girls) ro- 
cently; her husband also believes, but is not yet baptized. There are others in this con- 

dition, who dread to make the leap. 

“Since my departure from Merthyr on the 7th of August last, my first meeting ont 
was at Newtown, Montgomeryshire. No Elders having been there for some time, the 
people gathered largely, but were noisy; I could scarcely be heard. They cried, ‘Give 
us the Gospel, but not one with a Joe Smith in it.” I stayed a few days tracting, so 
that when I left the people generally knew me. My next station was Welshpool. ' Here 
I spoke once in the open-air, or at least attempted to, but was interrupted by a drunken 
man whose ill conduct caused the interferenve of the police, and the crowd was dispersed. ' 
I made no other at+empt to speak, but remained for two days tracting. Then I traveled 
thirty miles to Wrexham, the town, it is said, where the Gospel was first introdueed in 
Wales (Cymru). Here everybody was so bound and weighed down with sectarian - 
shackles, that I halted between two minds whether to publish my presence in the town 
or not; but realizing that all classes must be warned, the wicked as well as the good, I 
left my testimony with them, to the effect that Joseph Smith was a true Prophet, for 
which, after I got through, I received a terrible scolding at the hands of some one in the 
crowd. So furious was he that he almost incited the people to violence. Being a 
minister, as I afterwards learned, he had more or less influence with the people. Find- 
ing every door closed, I departed, caring net what course I steered; honest souls were 
hard to find, whichever way I might go. So looking around I found I was in the vicinity 
of Ruabon and Cefnmawr, and having traveled that way before as a missionary in 1864, 
I was not particularly lost. Here I held several out-door meetings, speaking in Welsh 
and English. I have since been told by a listener that they are looking for me there 
again; but I will not set etakes, though it would be well now and again to watch the 
seed, lest it should have fallen into good ground and begun to sprout. , 

IT steered next to Buckley, a working man’s town, on the borders of Cheshire. 7 
entering the place I began to enquire for Saints. They told me there were a few good 
ones,’ and I concluded that there must be a Branch; but on visiting some of them, I 
found I was among hornets. I was not stung, but was decidedly in the wrong place to 
find honey. Empty beehives are very deceiving sometimes, and one does not like always 
to pass them without he is satisfied as to their contents, as that would ever leave the 
mind in doubt. After a stay of three days, and holding two meetings in the open-air, 
without any apparent result, I walked three miles to Mold. I stayed there four days, 
and held three meetings, selecting my stand by a lighted lamp in the centre of the town. 
The meetings were unusually large, particularly the last two evenings. The town was 
considerably aroused towards the last. Both sides were represented, that of the opposite 
by a minister of the Wesleyan faith. He was long-winded, and produced more sport 
for the people than argument. The third evening he appeared his crowd deserted him, 
a stranger in the crowd having asked me some questions, and then withdrawn from dis- 
cussing the subject. This unexpectedly caused the crowd to gather around us, leaving’ 
the reverend gentleman by himself. He left, evidently mortified with the thought that 

he had been the means of making so much sport for a people who so soon proved untrue 
5 to him. Having rattled up Mold all it would bear, without having a rattling myself, 1 
departed elsewhere. 
In traveling about one naturally comes in contact with people of various degrees of 
standing. They too frequently forget the passage: Be not forgetful to entertain 
strangers, for thereby some have entertained angels unawares.’ Whether they exouse 
themselves from this laudable duty merely through custom, or from a common rule to 
charge every one according to his cloth, I cannot tell. If it is the rule, it is quite in 
#écordance with nature, for who would | pass a rose without smelling it. I can stand it a 
while yet; I have not pawned my watch. I hope to be able to do some good, ‘that in = 
future years the thought of to-day will be pleasant.” | 9 
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MINUTES OF LEEDS CONFERENCE, 
‘HELD AT 2 GRAFTON STREET, MANCHESTER ROAD, BRADFORD, OCT. 21, 1883. 


PRESENT from Utah: Apostle John Henry Smith, President of the European 
Mission; W. F. Smith, President of the Liverpool Conference; Joseph Wild, 
President of, and James Wrathall, H. W. Attley, Henry Yates, Joseph Yates 
and J. A. Smith, Traveling Elders in the Leeds Conference. 
_ At 10-30 am., after the opening services of singing and prayer, the Branches. 
of Leeds, Bradford, Kirkham Gate and Keighley, were reported by their 
respective Presidents as in a favorable condition. Then came the reading of 
the financial and statistical reports of the Conference for the past seven 
months, by President Wild. In the absence of Presidents Robinson and 
Banner, of the Hulf and Purston Branches, those portions of the Conference 
were respectively reported by Elders H. W. Attley, from Hull, and Henry 
and Joseph Yates, from Purston, with apparently dull prospects for the.

A STRONG TESTIMONY.

„And these signs shall follow them that believe; in my name shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new tongues: they shall take up serpents; and if they drink 
any deadly thing it shall not hurt them; they shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover. (Mark xvi, 17, 18). | | | | 
In the year 1840 and 1841, the Elders of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints visited the little town of Grafton, Loraine Co., Ohio, and 
there they raised up a small branch, consisting of sixteen members. In the 
summer of 1841 this branch of the Church held their meetings in a building 
that was used on week days as a carpenter's shop, and consequently was open 
most of the time, having no lock or key. 

On Sunday, towards the latter part of the summer of 1841, the teacher 
fetched the sacrament as usual, bread and wine; (tlie wine being his own 
make, from elderberries) he left the bread and wine in a basket under one of 
the work benches while he went to dinner. 

In the afternoon sixteen persons partook of the same; when he returned 
home he took the decanter containing the wine out of the basket, and 
unthioking held it up between him and the sun when he discovered quite a 
quantity of sediment in it. This astonished him very much, for when he put 
the wine into the decanter it was perfectly clear. He said nothing about 
to any one, but the next day he took it to a chemist and had it analyzed. It 
was found to contain about an ounce of arsenic. And sixteen persons drank 
of that poisoned wine, the writer of this sketch among the rest, and not one 
received any injury. Thus we saw nad realized the fulfillment of the promise, 
“if you drink any deadly thing it shall not hurt you.” But the offending 
‘party thought the joke too good to keep. In about three months after, u very 
wicked bung man in the town said the “Mormons” could not be killed, for 
he had tried it. Said he, “I put an ounce of arsenic in their sacramental wine, 
and they partook of it, and it did them no harm.” His name was Dhru 
Johnson. In about four months after this circumstance transpired he 
quarreled with a man in a ballroom and was stabbed and killed. | 
Most ol the witnesses of this incident are now dead; one did live in Parowan 
a short time ago, and one lives now in Brigham City, Arizona, 

It has been impressed upon my mind for some time to send the foregoing 
incident of history, as it seems as if all such items should be put upon record.
